2. KULKARNI IS CONVINCED THAT ON BASIS COMPOSITION OF MISSION IT 
IS CLEAR THAT IT HAS ALREADY DECIDED IN FAVOR OF AIRF AND 

AGAINST GOI’S INTERVENTION IN MAY RAIL STRIKE. HE UNDERSTANDS 
THAT AT ITF STOCKHOLM 

CONGRESS IN AUGUST THE MISSION MEMBERS EXPRESSED SUPPORT FOR 
STRIKE, 

AND THAT GERMAN AND JAPANESE UNIONS FINANCIALLY SUPPORTED AIRF. 
WHILE EXPRESSING PLEASURE WITH AMERICAN DELEGATION S POSITION 
OPPOSING AIRF-SPONSORED RESOLUTION CONDEMNING COI, HE IMPLIED 
THAT THIS IN PART DUE TO US DELEGATION'S CONCERN WITH EFFORTS 
OF LEFTISTS TO ESTABLISH LIAISON BETWEEN ITF AND ITS COUNTER- 
PART IN WFTU. AIRF PRESIDENT GEORGE FERNANDES HAD PREVIOUSLY 
COMPLAINED THAT AMERICAN DELEGATION GAVE HIM COMPLETE COLD 
SHOULDER FOLLOWING NFIR CAMPAIGN TO LABE HIM A COMMUNIST. 

(FOR BENEFIT OF NEW LABOR COUNSELOR, FERNANDES VOLUNTERED 
THAT HE IS NOT ONE.) 

3. KULKARNI STATED THAT ALTHOUGH ITF MISSION WAS IMPROPER INTER 
FERENCE IN IDNIA'S INTERNAL AFFAIRS, NFIR WOULD RESPOND 

TO REQUESTS FOR INFORMATION. HE WAS NOT CERTAIN THAT MISSION 
WOULD BE RECEIVED BY GOI. 

4. POINTING OUT NEFARIOUSNESS OF COMMIES, KULKARNI SAID 

THAT CPI WAS NOW PROVIDING RUMORS THAT THE U.S. HAD BEEN AMOONG 
THOSE FINANCIALLY SUPPORTING THE RAIL STRIKE. ( THIS IS FIRST 
TIME WE HAVE HEARD THAT ONE*) 
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
